This is Andover as Jim Doherty remembers it

Andover, As I 
Remember It, a book 
about the last 75 
years in Andover 
written by Town 
Moderator James D. 
Doherty, is to be 
released next Friday, 
Dec. 13. 

The 416-page hard- 
cover book, includ- 
ing 13 pages of pho- 
tos, was written and 
published by Mr. 
Doherty. It will be 
available at his office 
at Doherty Insur- 
ance Agency, 21 Elm 
St., and through 
select local business- 
CS; 

Mr. Doherty start- 
ed the book in the 
summer of 1989 and 
finished in the 
spring of 1991. It tells 
the story of 
Andover’s growth 
through the last 75 
years, as he remem- 
bers it. 

“Nowhere in this 
book is there any 
place where I have 
relied on anyone 
else, and never have 
I researched any 
‘facts’ or dates,” Mr, 
Doherty wrote in the 
forward to the book, 
“Talking with Cor- 
nelius Wood Jr. the 
other day I learned 
that his uncle, 
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William Wood, was 
killed in 1922. My 
story indicates that 
it might have been as 
late as 1924, Such dis- 
crepancies may 
occur, but that is 
how I remember it.” 

“It is all from 
memory, and it has 
been a joy to recount 
it. I don’t expect any- 
one to get as much 
enjoyment out of 
reading it as I have 
gotten out of writing 
it. 

“T tell the story as 
though I was sitting 
in my family room at 
home with my fami- 
ly around me,” Mr. 
Doherty said last 
week, sitting in his 
Elm Street office. “I 
just wrote it as 
though I were sitting 
here telling you a 
story.” 

The first few 
pages give a brief 
history of Mr. Doher- 
ty’s family, which 
came to Andover at 
the end of the Civil 
War in 1865, his 
birth in 1915, then 
jumps to his earliest 
recollection. 

“My first memory 
outside the home 
was the original 
Armistice Day, Nov. 
11, 1918,” he said. 

Mr. Doherty had 
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had pneumonia 
when he was about 
18 months old and 
nearly died. A year 
and a half later he 
stood under the large 
Elm tree, which then 
stood at Elm Square, 
and watched the 
Armistice ceremony 
across the street on 
the steps of the 
library. 

During the cere- 
mony a prayer must 
have been — said 
because Mr. Doherty 
remembers all the 
men taking off their 
caps. And he remem- 
bers keeping his hat 
on and thinking that 
all the men were 
going to get pneumo- 
nia because they 
took their hats off. 

“And that was my 
first recollection out- 
side the home,” he 
said. 

But he tells the 
story in much 
greater detail and 
explains who each 
person is, who their 
family is, what they 
were like and what 
was happening else- 
where in the world 
While these events 
were taking place in 
Andover, 

“T reconstructed 
the business district 
of the town as it was

in the 1920s,” 
Doherty said. 

He wrote about 
the influence of the 
American Woolen 
company and the 
development of 
Shawsheen, 

One section is on 
the farms in West 
Andover and anoth- 
er is on Ballardvale 
and Lowell Junction. 
And all of it is about 
people. 

“An awful lot of 
individuals and 
names are in this 
book. Hundreds of 
them,” he said. 

And he straight- 
ens out a few myths. 
The name of the land 
beside town offices is 
The Park, not Cen- 
tral Park. What has 
become known as 
the horn bridge at 
the bottom of Central

Street is actually the 
Hartwell Abbott 
Bridge. It was first 
called the horn 
bridge by another 
paper’s reporter who 
was too lazy to look 
up the correct name, 
according to Mr, 


Doherty. The word 
“horn “ was painted 
on the bridge for 
motorists to sound a 
warning of their 
passing and the 
reporter chose to use 
that as its name. 

The book is seri- 


ous, according to Mr 
Doherty, but it also 
contains humor. 

“T mention that 
the Elephant’s

No more leaves 
in curbside trash 
after Dec. 31

The few days after the holidays are 
going to be tense ones for leaf baggers 


who rely on curbside pickup. As of 


Dec. 31, leaves will be banned from 
Massachussetts combustion and land- 
fill facilities. For Andover residents, 
the leaf compost located on Bald Hill on 
High Plain Road is the place to take 
leaves.

Andover High School students were evacuated from school late 
Wednesday morning, Nov. 27, when a 14-year-old juvenile who 
attended school there allegedly set fire to a second-floor boys’ 
bathroom by lighting a roll of toilet paper. Principal Tim Thomas 
said the student was due to transfer out of the school and Nov. 27 
was to be his last day at AHS. According to Police Sgt. Kevin Win- 
ters, the juvenile was placed in the Diversion Program through 
Lawrence District Court, in which he must complete supervised 
community service in lieu of being charged with a criminal com- 
plaint of arson. Sgt. Winters said the bathroom was completely 
covered with soot and he estimates damage at between $500 and 
$1,000. Principal Thomas said he will try to seek restitution for 


The composting facility is open 
until Dec. 7 for residents to drop off 
their leaves Thursday-Saturday, 
between 8 a.m and 4 p.m. 

This is the facility’s second year in 
operation. According to Andover’s 
Park and Tree Superintendent Jim 
Bamford, about 288 tons of leaves were 
collected last year and left to biode- 
grade and decompose over the spring 
and summer, The result is a nutrient- 
filled compost used to supplement and 
enrich soil. Some of the compost is 
dragged across the street to Andover's 
community garden, but the majority of 
it is available for residents to take and 
use in their own gardens. 

According to Robin Abbot, one of 
the monitors at the compost facility, 
about half of last year’s leaves — this 
year’s compost — has been taken for re- 
use. Ms. Abbot also says that this year 
there has been a large turnout, and 
many regulars continue to bring their 
leaves. She says that on Saturdays, 
there is a steady stream of people drop- 
ping off their leaves. 

“When half a dozen leave, another 
half a dozen pull in to drop off their 
leaves,” she says. 

Composting leaves instead of 
garbage bagging them is beneficial not 
only because it frees precious lanafill 
space, but because with air and mois- 
ture, the leaves can be returned to a 
usable form, one that makes the soil 
more productive and healthy, accord- 
ing to environmental and garden 
authorities.

“There are 2.4 
million teachers in 
this country and to 
be there with some- 
one I went to high 
school with and a 
man who. taught 
both of us is such a 
coincidence,” Mr. 
Hastman said. 


At the beginning 
of the three-hour 
show Mr. Robichaud 
was introduced and 
he walked on stage 
accompanied by Mr. 
Leno. 

“IT suppose you 
are all wondering 
who this guy next to 
me is,” Mr. 


Robichaud asked the 
audience in a dead- 
pan manner that 
received a laugh 
from the audience 
and upstaged the 
professional comic. 


The two remained 
on stage long enough 
for Mr, Robichaud to 
tell everyone pre- 
sent, plus the mil- 
lions of Americans 
watching the show, 
that Mr. Leno was

copies of Beverly 
census records. He 
and the students are 
now working with 
the records to com- 
pile a “more accu- 
rate” depiction of 
Beverly’s history. 


“Most of the his- 
torical societies 
were founded in the 
mid- to late-1800s and 
they dealt with 
mostly white, Protes- 
tant male society 
during that time. We 
want to paint a more 
realistic picture of 
what life in Beverly 
must have been like 
and that includes the 
other non-Protestant 
emigrants and wom- 
en who lived in the 
area,” he said.

Bancroft honors retiring librarian

Mary Ellen Smith, Bancroft Elementary 
School’s librarian for the past 21 years, was 
honored at a retirement reception given by 
her former colleagues two weeks ago. 

Mrs. Smith’s early retirement after last 
year “shocked” some of her friends and co- 
workers, she said. : 

“Tt also shocked me, But I felt it was the 
only option for me at the time,” she said, 
explaining that administrative cuts for the 
1991-'92 school year eliminated full-time 
librarians at each elementary school. 

“When I arrived at Bancroft, that library 
had only been opened for about six months 
or a year. I had a chance to really build the 
library with all types of media materials,” 
Mrs. Smith said. “Dr. Seifert (Andover’s 
superintendent of schools from 1969 to 1990) 
had only been in the system for a year or 
two, and he was very supportive of libraries. 
His support is what helped build the 
schools’ libraries up to what they were until 
a year ago.” 

The new administration isn’t as sustain- 
ing, Mrs. Smith added. 


“(Superintendent) Mark McQuillan 
doesn’t seem to be supportive of elementary 
libraries at all. I didn’t think I could work 
like that. Now there is only one full-time ele- 
mentary librarian when there used to be 
five,” she said. 

During Mrs. Smith’s tenure at Bancroft 
she helped to make the school’s large, open- 
concept library a little less intimidating for 
the students, 

“She was a truly dedicated educator,” 
said third-grade teacher Carol Abdoo, “Her 
library skills were unmatched in the 


schools. She was able to help every level of 


student. Starting with the basics of how to 
get around the library to finding older refer- 
ence maps with Armenia for the older stu- 
dent’s research papers, she could do it all.” 

Mrs. Abdoo said she could talk with her 
friend one day about a class project, and the 
next day Mrs, Smith would have a whole set 
of books and audio and visual materials to 
complement the curriculum. 

“She wanted children to love reading and 
know about all the resources the library 
had,” Mrs. Abdoo said.

lighting of the Menorah in places all over 


the world such as Melbourne, Paris, 
Hong Kong, Moscow, Jerusalem and New 
York. The Bronsteins’ personal Menorah 
sat lit on the top of the television for all to 
see, 

Rabbi Bronstein, his wife, Feigie, and 
his daughter, Mushka, are just one family 
out of 1,500 others who have recently 
been sent into communities all over the 
world to spread a movement in Hasidic 
Judaism called Habad Lubavitch. 

“We are emissaries of Habad Lubav- 
itch whose mission is mainly spiritual. 
We seek to re-awaken the Jews of the 
Merrimack Valley to Judaism and be 
integral in creating a strong Jewish com- 
munity. We are working today for a Jew- 
ish tomorrow,” said Rabbi Bronstein. 

It all started back in 1777 when Rabbi 
Shneur Zalman founded Habad Hasidism 
in the Russian town of Lyady. This specif- 
ic doctrine of religion adopted its second 
name in 1813 when Rabbi Zalman’s son 
took over the tradition in the Russian 
town of Lubavich, according to Rabbi 
Bronstein. Since then the trend of Habad 
Lubavitch has crossed oceans and conti- 
nents, In fact, the Lubavitch World Head- 
quarters is in Crown Heights, Brooklyn, 
N. Y. 


Devoted to the Torah 

From its beginnings, Habad Lubavitch 
has sought to represent those Jews in the 
community who are devoted to the word 
of the Torah, said Rabbi Bronstein. It is 
believed that a strict observance of the 
Torah forms a link of real adhesion to 
God and binds those Jews with belief and 
rules that they use in their daily lives, 
according to Rabbi Bronstein. 

Break down the word “Habad” and 
you have Hokhmah, meaning wisdom; 
Binah, meaning understanding; and 
Da‘at, meaning knowledge, said the rab- 
bi. These historic derivations are devel- 
oped through the education and the 
teachings that will be offered at the new 


Shaloh center, according to the rabbi. 

“The new Shaloh center here in 
Andover will have many programs, 
lessons and lectures on Judaism,” said 
Rabbi Bronstein, who was ordained two 
years ago in Brooklyn, N.Y., at Lubavitch 
Yeshiva. “We will have an Orthodox syn- 
agogue for religious services and Shabbat 
meals. All Jews are welcome. The center 
will be a dwelling place for God as well as 
a place for Jews to unite.” 

Spreading Judaism is not new for the 
rabbi, who will be 25 next month. Before 
he was ordained, he was sent to Australia 
to give Torah classes. He also has been in 
Japan, France and London, working to 
spread Judaism. He and his wife married 
almost two years ago. Feigie Bronstein’s 
father is busy at a center in Milton. 

In Andover, Feigie Bronstein will 
work with her husband at the center, She 
will give lessons to women and children. 
The rabbi and his wife hope their house 
will become a center for worship and 
study. They also will help Russian Jews 
who have located in the Merrimack Val- 
ley. Services will be held at their center 
Saturday mornings at 8:30 and everyone 
is welcome. 

A good response 

Rabbi Bronstein said he has had good 
response from people in the few weeks 
since he settled in Andover with his fami- 
ly. The first day of Hanukkah was no 
exception: “The Merrimack Valley needs 
this kind of enthusiasm. I am here today 
witnessing a great beginning,” said 
Shalom Goldman of Lowell, who was one 
of the many friends and family gathered 
at the Bronstein home. 

Rabbi Bronstein said his ultimate 
objective is to help people continue to do 
the good deeds that will purify the world 
and eventually bring the Messiah. And 
he wants to remind them of the many 
miracles in the Jewish tradition through- 
out history and ensure that they continue 
to occur.

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Tax shift remains same

The Board of Selectmen voted 3-2 
Monday night to keep the tax classifi- 
cation shift at 120 percent. 

If certified by the Department of 
Revenue, that would set Andover’s tax 
rate at $13.26 per $1,000 of property 
value for residential and personal 
property, and $17.37 for commercial 
and industrial property. 

Those rates are up from $11.42 for 
residential and $15.04 for CIP last 
year. 

Members of the business communi- 
ty expressed disappointment with the 
vote. “The business community need- 
ed a shot in the arm and we didn’t get 
it,” said Enzo Fossella, president of 
the Andover Chamber of Commerce 
and owner of a clothing store on Main 
Street. 

The hike in the rate is due mostly to 
the drop in property values. The 
town’s total property value dropped 
by more than $300 million. 

The average single-family home 
dropped about 8.26 percent from 1991 
to 1992. The average commercial prop- 
erty dropped 10.68 percent, and the 
average industrial property dropped 
an average of 17.17 percent. 

The tax classification shift allows 
the town to tax businesses at a higher 
rate in order to lessen the tax burden 
on residents. 


Residential property makes up 
about 70.4 percent of the town’s total 
value. CIP makes up about 29.6 per- 
cent. 

The 120 percent tax shift will mean 
residential property owners will pay 
64.5 percent of the total tax burden, 
and CIP owners will pay about 35.5 
percent. 

Andover’s total property value 
dropped from $3.1 billion last year to 
$2.8 billion this year. The tax levy, the 
amount the town needs to raise in tax- 
es, went form $39 million in fiscal 1991, 
to $40.5 million in fiscal 1992, a $1.5 
million increase. 

A tax classification hearing was 
held on Dec. 2. The vote was postponed 
to Monday night. Public comments 
were also allowed again Monday night 
prior to the vote. 


Selectmen Larry Larsen and James 
Barenboim Monday night motioned 
for a drop in the shift to 115 percent, 
but were voted down. Both voted 
against the 120 percent shift. 


Selectmen Gerald Silverman, 
Charles Wesson and William Downs 
voted for the 120 percent shift. 

Several residents and business 
Owners, some of whom are also resi- 
dents, argued for or against increasing 
or decreasing the percentage of the 
shift. 


Richard Hubbell, a member of the 
School Committee, argued for increas- 
ing the shift to 135 percent and said he 
hoped to go to 150 percent or even the 
175 percent maximum in the future. 


He said that many other comparable 
towns in the state use a shift much 
greater than Andover. 

“Andover lags everyone else in 
shifting the burden,” Mr. Hubbell 
said. 

Greg Doyle, president of Doyle 
Lumber on River Road and a resident, 
argued against any increase and said 
the hike in commercial property val- 
ues since 1986 has been greater than 
the hike in residential values. 

“As far as I’m concerned, business 
has been absolutely raped over the 
past seven years,” Mr. Doyle said. 

Richard Bowen, former town man- 
ager and a resident of Ballardvale, 
echoed a suggestion made earlier bya 
representative for Hewlett-Packard 
Co. That suggestion was that the town 
should set a policy of what percentage 
of the tax rate rate should be paid by 
residents and what percentage by CIP 
owners, and avoid the annual political 
bickering over setting the shift. 


“It becomes a mathematical mat- 
ter,” Mr. Bowen said. 

Mr. Larsen agreed. 

“Euphoria is not going to be one of 
the byproducts of the current negotia- 
tions,” Mr. Larsen said. 

Mr. Larsen said it was “fundamen- 
tally unjust” to tax different proper- 
ties with a different rate and that it 
forms “the notion that one person’s 
pockets are deeper than another.” 

He said the shift is politically 
inspired and deceptive and that 
increases can occur in government, 
such as the current hikes in health 
insurance costs, of which residents 
can go unaware. 

“It anesthetizes residents and 
homeowners,” Mr. Larsen said. 

Mr. Wesson said decreasing the 
shift would be a burden to the elderly. 

“I favor staying just where we are 
(120 percent split) at this stage,” Mr. 
Wesson said. 


Mr. Barenboim favored the Hewett- 
Packard suggestion for a standing pol- 
icy on the percentage of tax burden to 
be shared rather than allowing the 
shift to fluctuate with property values. 


Mr. Downs agreed, but also favored 
residents getting a break. 

“T think Commercial and Industrial 
should pay more than residents,” he 
said. 

Mr. Silverman said that several res- 
idents had contacted him who favored 
keeping the higher break for resi- 
dents. 

“I do not feel that this is the time 
for any change to be made,” Mr. Sil- 
verman said. 

Mr. Barenboim suggested the town 
consider a gradual decrease, possibly 
of one percentage point a year. 


Mr. Silverman agreed with another 
suggestion by Mr. Barenboim — that 
the town should form a committee to 
look at how the shift could be man- 
aged more consistently after this year.

coxswain at the time. 

Mr. Buchan, now 70, lives at 19 
Prospect Road with his wife, Charlotte. 

“At 18 I decided I wasn’t going to 
work in the woolen mills or at Tyer 
Rubber when I finished school, so | 
enlisted. My mother wasn’t too happy, 

—but I chose the Navy and since my 
father was a Navy man, I didn’t think 
he could complain too much,” he said. 

That morning in 1941, Mr. Buchan 
and the three men on his transport 
boat heard explosions, then a battle 
alarm. They saw smoke from the docks 
across the harbor. The boat they were 
in was still secured to a line and right 
after the alarm sounded the West Vir- 
ginia was torpedoed. The big destroyer 
began listing to the port side and 
threatened to overturn the small boat 
Mr. Buchan was in. 

“The chalk (the iron piece that boats 
tie up to) broke and the line slid over 
our boat. If we didn’t get our boat out 
from under the line it would have sunk 
us. We finally got free and headed over 
along side the Oklahoma,” he said. 

Mr. Buchan said he and his boat 
crew didn’t have any better luck along 
side the Oklahoma. That ship had also 
been hit and men were abandoning it 
as it started to roll over. 

“At that point there was so much 
going on around us the question we 
were asking ourselves is do we go over 
and pick up the guys in the water or do 
we try and make to our battle sta- 

“tions?” he said. 

“You don’t really think too much at 
that point. You do what you’re trained 
to do. We began pulling guys out of the 
water,” Mr. Buchan said. 

His boat could have carried 90 men 
if they all stood, but most of the sailors 
they rescued weren’t able to stand. 
They carried about 25 to 30 to safety in 
each of their trips through the chan- 
nel. 

“We brought the first group to the 
store’s docks. We could see that there 
were trucks there and a way of getting 

_the men to some help,” he said. 

“The next trip we went along side 

the West Virginia and got a boatload

from that ship, We took them to Ford 
Island and then swung around to get 
the men who were abandoning the Cal- 
ifornia and took them to the docks, 
too,” Mr. Buchan said. 

On the way back from the docks Mr. 
Buchan’s boat hit a piece of wreckage 
that broke off its rudder. By then the 
attack was just about over after almost 
two hours of bombardment by the 
Japanese, he said. 

“During the attack you’re too busy 
doing what you've been trained to do 
to be scared, But after it was over, 
yeah, I was a little scared thinking 
about what had just happened,” he 
said. 

He and the three men on his rescue 


boat were taken to a base recreation 
center where they got out of their oil- 
soaked clothes and went to sleep on the 
gymnasium bleachers. 

“All I had was what was on my 
back. Everything I owned was 
destroyed when the West Virginia was 
hit. They gave me a pajama top and I 
ended up wearing it for two weeks,” he 
said, 

Mr. Buchan was not injured in the 
many trips he and his fellow rescuers 
made across the smoke-filled battle 
zone. 

“T was all right except for a black 
eye that to this day I have no idea how 
I got. I woke up the next morning with 
the most beautiful shiner you ever

saw,” Mr. Buchan said. 

The next week was spent cleaning 
up what was left of the fleet at Pearl 
Harbor. His next assignment was two 
years with a U.S. Marine machine gun 
school. He then spent 18 months in the 
Pacific. 

“My enlistment and the end of the 
war with the Japanese corresponded 
perfectly. My enlistment was over in 
October and the war ended in Septem- 
ber,” Mr. Buchan said. 

“T was there at Pearl Harbor when it 
began and I was in Tokyo when it end- 
ed,” he said. 

After the war Mr. Buchan and his 
wife settled in Andover, where he had 
grown up, and raised four daughters. 


Historical Society hosts 19th-Century Ceramics

The Andover Historical Society 
announces a new exhibition, “19th- 
Century Ceramics.” The society’s 
ceramics collection reflects the trends 
of the last century. The collection 


includes a large representation of 


English wares, good examples of Chi- 

“nese export wares, some Japanese 
pieces, American stoneware and items 
from Continental porcelains. 

The development of the ceramic 
industry in England was indirectly 
linked to the introduction of tea by the 
Dutch in 1645. This necessitated the 
need for ceramics that could sustain 

~ extreme temperature changes, such as 


the porcelain imported from China. 
Gradually, the potters of Staffordshire 
and other regions were able to provide 
functional wares inexpensively 
enough to compete with the Chinese 
imports. By the end of the 18th century 
the Staffordshire potters were produc- 
ing their wares for the American mar- 
ket. 

After the Revolutionary War, the 
American economy strengthened and 
there was a strong demand for the 
wares of Staffordshire. These English 
potters were able to supply the demand 
because they had developed an effi- 
cient shipping system and capitalized 
on American sentiment by depicting 


patriotic themes. Even when the War 
of 1812 interrupted the trade, Ameri- 
cans continued to desire the wares and 
the potters found new themes to depict 
from the war, After the potters 
exhausted patriotic themes, they illus- 
trated the American landscape, which 
began to appear in periodicals after 
1820. This trade continued for 50 years. 
By the time it was interrupted by the 
Civil War, most Americans possessed 
some pieces of Staffordshire ware, 
many entire services. 

Most of the wares were inexpensive 
and decorated in a blue and white 
transfer print. But as examples will 
show, other colors, ranging from red to 


black and metallic-like finishes, were 
also used. 

The American Revolution stimulat- 
ed the birth of the American ceramics 
industry. After the Revolution artisans 
chose to stay in America and many 
more immigrated. However, due to 
economic reasons, the flooding of the 
market by imports and expensive 
internal transportation and materials 
costs, the industry struggled for most 
of the 19th century. This struggle is 
reflected in the collection. There are 
few representative pieces of American 
porcelain, What is reflected in the col- 
lection is a very active American

A strong 
stoneware business 
emerged between 
1800 and 1850. There 
was a need for prac- 
tical and functional 


wares. The forms of 


the stoneware were 
determined by need 
and use. Style was a 
secondary consider 
ation. Stonewares 
were made from 
clay, often bluish, 
that could with- 
stand a firing in 
very intense heat. 
The orange-rind 
surface of the wares 
was the result of salt 
thrown into the kiln 
during firing. The 
wares were practi 
cal because the body 
was impervious to 
water and acids and 
as hard as porce- 
lain,

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AVIS’ Sunset Rock property 
is dominated by a rock!

Sunset Rock Reservation, a three-acre 
AVIS (Andover Improvement Society) reser- 
vation, has a surprising feature. The “real” 
sunset rock for which Sunset Rock Road is 
named dominates the property. 

Measuring about 250-feet above sea level, 
this rock lies just a stone’s throw from the 
entrance to the reservation. It marks the 
beginning of a mile of ledge extending paral- 
lel to Sunset Rock Road, crossing Ballard- 
vale Road and ending deep into the woods. 

These huge boulders at the southern end 
have also been known as sunset rocks, but 
now | have discovered that the “real” sunset 
rock lies on AVIS property. The ledges along 
the entire mile are filled with secret 
scooped-out places and are perfect for chil- 
dren’s climbing adventures. Each time I vis- 
it the property, children and dogs are scram- 
bling around the climbing rocks and mak- 
ing club houses in the hollows. 

Finding this reservation is easy once you 
know the way, Drive to the end of Hammond 
Way, just off Porter Road on the south side, 
to a dirt road. A short distance further on 
the right is the Sunset Rock reservation 
sign. 

The AVIS trail (white rectangles on trees) 
leads you over the flat top of the rock, down 
the opposite side, around the bottom of the 
rock and circles back to the entrance. From 
the top of the rock, especially now that the 
trees are bare, houses on Timothy Drive are 
visible. Although I have not been there at 
sunset to check the accuracy of the name of 
the rock, I’m sure the view of the western 
sunset would be lovely from this high spot. 

There is sufficient soil in a crevice of the 
rock to nourish a tall juniper tree looking 
especially decorative with its grey-blue 
berries tucked in the green leaves. Tall oak 
leaves tower above scrubby brush.

3 boards fo discuss plan after hearing; 
School Committee to discuss it Saturday

Selectmen will again work on the town’s 
Capital Improvement Plan at a continued 
public hearing this Monday night in an 
effort to complete the plan by the Dec. 16 
deadline. 


The hearing will continue at 7 p.m. Mon- 
day, Dec. 9, at town offices. It will be fol- 
lowed by a joint meeting of the Board of 
Selectmen, Finance Committee and School 
Committee to discuss the CIP at 7:30. 


The School Committee will also meet this 
Saturday, at 9 a.m. in the school administra- 
tion building to discuss the parts of the CIP 
that apply to the schools. 


The CIP calls for the town to spend 
approximately $30 million on the town’s 
infrastructure and for other capital expenses 
in the next five years. 


The Capital Improvement Plan was man- 
dated by bylaw passed at Town Meeting last 
spring. The plan must be ready for Town 
Meeting in April of 1992. According to the 
bylaw, the plan has to be adopted at least one 
month before the required date for submis- 
sion of the annual budget by the town man- 
ager. The budget needs to be submitted on or 
about Jan 17. 


Buzz Stapcezynski, town manager, has pro- 
posed the town use funds available from a 
$1.6 million drop in debt service to fund part 
of the CIP. Mr. Stapczynski proposed putting 
half of that money, $800,000 toward the CIP 
and the other half to the operating budget.

His proposal calls for the town to spend 
$900,000 on capital improvements next year, 
fiscal 1993, and to increase that each year by 
dedicating 20 percent of the town’s growth 
revenues to the CIP. 


Approval of the CIP does not commit the 
town to any actual expenditures. All the 
items proposed in the CIP must be approved 
by Town Meeting. 


Some items discussed during the first 
part of the public hearing last week included 
replacement of the Fish Brook water pump- 
ing station for $600,000; upgrading of the 
Bancroft water station for $750,000; and 
installation of remote metering for water 
and sewer at a cost of $2.5 million. 


Replacement of the Public Safety Center 
and the Ballardvale Fire Station were also 
discussed. 


Chris Holmes, of 14 Whispering Pines 
Drive, suggested the board consider a philos- 
ophy of fixing the old rather than adding all 
new facilities. 


Ms. Holmes and Margaret R. Cronin, of 20 
Summer St., expressed frustration to the 
board, and to the town manger after the 
meeting, with what they perceived as a lack 
of willingness to openly discuss the individ- 
ual projects in the public forum. 


The meeting Monday lasted until nearly 
11 p.m. and part of the reason for continuing 
the public hearing was to facilitate more dis- 
cussion.

nance costs this year, School Committee 
Chairman Christopher Outwin has recom- 
mended that the committee not hire a new 
assistant superintendent until the spring. At 
Tuesday night’s School Committee meeting, 
members and Superintendent Mark McQuil- 
lan ageed the system can wait until Septem- 
ber for a new assistant superintendent. The 
committee didn’t vote on the matter, but is 
expected to form a search committee in early 
spring. 

Lois Haslam, the schools’ assistant super- 
intendent for the past 12 years, gave notice 


this week that she’s leaving to take the job of 


superintendent of Harvard’s public schools. 
She expects to leave Andover in early Jan- 
uary. 

Because Dr. Haslam has done such a good 
job organizing curriculum reviews, Dr. Out- 
win believes other staff members should be 
able to follow through until the spring 


“Lois really has the timing down for the 
curriculum review for the rest of the year. 
The people who chair the committees should 
be able to follow through until June with a 
little direction from the superintendent,” Dr. 
Outwin said. 

Dr. Outwin told the Townsman he will 
recommend that the rest of Dr. Haslam’s 
salary be used for school maintenance. But 
the committee has not yet voted to transfer 
funds. 

“The School Committee’s contingency 
funds have really been tapped recently. I’d 
like to See money from the salary line go into 
the maintenance budget,” Dr. Outwin said. 

Approximately $50,000 has been spent so 
in far cleaning up a mold problem that 
forced the West Elementary School to close 
for a week last month, The administration 
estimates it could cost as much as $200,000 to 
seal the partly dirt basement with cement, 
which would help eliminate the leaks that 
contribute to the mold problem.
